HAVE you ever heard some- 
one say "Why do you save 
stamps?" or, "Why do you spend 
money for stamps that are al- 
ready cancelled?" Perhaps you 
have heard ttie tame thing said 
in • different way however, the 
following will give you art idea 
of why others .save stamps. 

Stamp collecting is the most 
popular hobby among men, 
women and children of all walks 
of life. Kings, presidents, 

bankers, bootblacks, and the kid 
around the corner, all have a 
.common interest in stamps. Its 
their hobby and they get many 
hours of pleasure from their col- 
lections whether it he in a hand- 
some leather bound album or a 
dime notebook. 

To the boy collector, large col- 
orful pictorials, odd shapes or 
stamps from far away places 
may meet his fancy. The adult 
collector may go in for rare er- 
rors or advanced stamps. But, 
no matter whether it is the boy 
who spends a few oennies for his 
stamps or the adult who spends 
many dollars, the interest in their 
hobby is the same. 

It Is fascinating to the boy 
collector to obtain stamps from 
•far away places for he pictures in 
his mind the distances in which 
the stamp may have travelled. 
Perhaps it was carried by a na- 
tive, then transferred to a camel 
or donkey, then on a. steamer or 
even an airplane, and finally to 
end up in his collection. If stamps 
could talk each one could tell 
a most interesting story. 

Aside from being a hobby, the 
collecting of stamps is very ed- 
ucational and profitable. From 
the designs pictured on them, 
one can get an interesting idea 
of the history and geography of 
a country; its agricultural prod- 
ucts and mineral resources; its 
language and monetary units; 
and a general idea of its cities 
and people. 

In general, the collecting of 
stamps provides one with an in- 
teresting hobby affording many 
hours of pleasure and at the same 
time gives one a liberal educa- 
tion. In addition, it gives the 
junior collector an idea of val- 
ues when he engages in trading 
.his duplicates.
